An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Jeffrey Mclntyre on 1/15/10. 

Claims 2, 3, 7, 8, and 10 have been cancelled. Claims 44-46 have been withdrawn. 
Claims 1, 4-6, 9 and 1 1-48 are pending. 

Withdrawn rejections: 

Applicant's amendments and arguments filed 10/15/09 are acknowledged and have been 
fully considered. Any rejection and/or objection not specifically addressed below is herein 
withdrawn. Claims 1-43, 47 and 48 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Uchiyama et al. (US 5876705) in view of Jacquet et al. (US 4,390,522), Dupuis (US 
6,214,326) and Vatter et al. (US 6,224,888). Applicant's 1.132 Declaration has been deemed 
sufficient to overcome the 103(a) rejection above. Accordingly it is withdrawn. The Examiner 
has expanded the search but did not find anticipatory art. Therefore, the instant invention is 
deemed free of the art. 



The application has been amended as follows: 
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In the claims: 

In claim 1, line 1, after "turbidity of please insert — between 10 and — . 
In claim 1, line 2, "or less" has been deleted. 

Claims 1, 4-6, 9, 1 1-43, 47 and 48 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the 
procedures set forth in MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 44-46, directed to the process of making or 
using an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have 
been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on 6/28/08 
is hereby withdrawn. In view of the withdrawal of the restriction requirement as to the rejoined 
inventions, applicant(s) are advised that if any claim presented in a continuation or divisional 
application is anticipated by, or includes all the limitations of, a claim that is allowable in the 
present application, such claim may be subject to provisional statutory and/or nonstatutory 
double patenting rejections over the claims of the instant application. Once the restriction 
requirement is withdrawn, the provisions of 35 U.S.C. 121 are no longer applicable. See In re 
Ziegler, 443 F.2d 1211, 1215, 170USPQ 129, 131-32 (CCPA 1971). See also MPEP § 804.01. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the closest prior art of 
Uchiyama et al. does not teach or suggest alone or in combination the instant transparent 
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composition. While Uchiyama et al. broadly teaches fatty alcohols and silicone polymers with 
quarternary ammonium groups, Uchiyama et al. do not guide the artisan to making transparent 
compositions within the turbidity instantly claimed and with the specific combination of fatty 
alcohols and silicone with quaternary ammonium groups. In fact, the art, namely US 5180584, 
teaches exclusion of polyorganosiloxanes containing quarternary ammonium groups from clear 
skin and hair washing compositions (claims 1,2, 19 and 21). Thus, there is a teaching away from 
adding a polyorganosiloxanes containing quarternary ammonium groups to a transparent (clear) 
composition. Therefore, the Examiner concludes that the instant invention is free of the art.
